U.S., FRANCE SIGN 
NEW TRADE PAG! 


Agreement Will Clear the 
Way for Increased Im- 
ports by America. 


PARIS, June 1.—(#)—The United 
States and France concluded today a 
trade agreement which cleared the way 
for increased American imports and 
wiped out bothersome uncertainties 
against which American businessmen 
have been forced to struggle under the 
French quota system. 

The accord, concluded after lengthy 
negotiations conducted by Ambassador 
Walter E. Edge, grants the United 
States most-favored-nation treatment 
on imports now limited by quotas. It 
was made public as Mr. and Mrs. 
Edge and their three children were 
boarding a boat-train on their way 
for a vacation at home. 

American businessmen had made 
numerous protests against the quotas, 
which were frequently changed and 
resulted, therefore, in instability in 
the importing trade. 

United States trade has suffered 
about $2.500,000 as a result of the 
quotas. It was estimated that today’s 
agreement would recoup $500,000 of 
this loss. In general, it restores Amer- 
ican imports to the 1951 level, 

For instance, radio sets permitted 
to enter the country from the United 
States were increased about 20 per 
cent, and radio tubes 45 per cent. The

GLASS PROPOSE 
NEW MONEY PLAN 


Use of U. S. Bonds as 
Basis for Currency for 5 
Five Years Is Urged. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—(4)-—A 


‘move to permit expansion of the cur- 


'rency by approximately $1,000,000,000 


was approved today by the senate 
banking committee. 

Without opposition, the group re- 
ported favorably a measure .which 
would authorize the use of all United 
States bonds as a basis for currency 
for a five-year period. . 

The proposal was advanced by Sen- 
ator Glass, of Virginia, a former dem- 
ocratic secretary of the treasury, as 
substitute for the Goldsborough bill, 
passed by the house, which would 
have the federal reserve board stabi- 
lize the purchasing power of the dol- 
lar at the 1921-29 level by its open 
market operations, 

“I distinctly disavow the belief that 
any of these legislative devices is 
necessary at this time,” said Glass 
to newspapermen. “I simply offered 
the bill in question as a substitute 
for the Goldsborough bill, which I 
regard with the utmost aversion.” 

Glass said if the bill becomes a law 
the 7,600 national banks could expand 
their circulation to the extent of $1,- 


108.000,000. 

Chairman Norbeck, republican, 
Sonth Dakota, said he favored the 
Goldsborough bill, but voted for the 
substitute. He added: 

“A discussion in the committee led 
to the view that inflation might be 
a very good thing, but that the infla- 
tion as provided in the Goldsborough 
bill might not be the best way.” 

The measure jis sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Goldsborough, democrat, 
Maryland, and has been vigorously op- 
posed by Governor Eugene Meyer, of 
the federal reserve board. He con- 
tended congress should not 
board to continue what i 
doing and that the com 
store the ‘price level wo 
sible of fulfillment. 

The Glass substitute proposes a 
wholly new plan, the measure pro- 
viding that national banks may se- 
cure currency on their government 
bond holdings to the extent of their 
capital. 

Glass believes his. proposal would 

bring about a more “diffusive” ex- 
pansion over the country. 
_ “I dissent from the view that there 
is any need of artificial inflation of 
the credits or currency of the coun- 
try,’ said Glass, “but nevertheless if 
there is to be any more inflation it 
should be brought about by a simple 
method which everybody may under- 
stand and not by the:roundabout proc- 
ess which is being vainly tried by the 
federal reserve authorities. In short, 
I think there should be ‘diffusive’ in- 
flation rather than so-called ‘control- 
led inflation by the central authorities 
who imagine that this expansion, be- 
ginning in the big money centers, will 
trickle down to the smaller communi- 
ties throughout the country.”

Americans, like other proud and successful breeds, consider them- 
selves superior to all other races. 
They respect the dark-skinned natives of Hawaii, for instance, as lit- 
tle as Rome in her prime respected the natives of her captured provinces. 
This being true, it is reasonable to assume that devout and cultured 
people of this Christian land would be indignant and incredulous if a new 
god should appear in Honolulu. And some of them, if not all, would 
think it their duty to suppress the new religion if it began to wean good 
Americans from the faith of their fathers. : 

That was the way Pliny felt about Chr®tianity. 

Christ had been dead such a little while that people yet living could 
remember seeing Him in the flesh, but already the new faith had become 
a menace to the established order and the temples of the old Roman 
gods were deserted. 

, Pliny was worried about it and wrote to the Emperior Trajan for 
advice. 

He had been doing his best to exterminate the heretics. When the 
accused were brought before him, he asked them if they were Christians. 
If they confessed, he asked them twice more. If they stillanswered in 
the affirmative, he ordered them to be executed—for, said he, whatever 
their creed, they deserved “‘chastisement”’ for being so obstinate. 

He found them guilty of no wicked deeds. In fact, they seemed to 
do nothing worse than meet on a certain fixed day before Iya light, 
sing a chant to Christ “as to a god,” and bind themselves by dath ‘‘not 
to commit any fraud, theft or adultery, never to falsify their word nor 
deny a trust.” ' 

Pliny even went so far as to torture “‘two females called deaconesses,” 
but still found them guilty of “nothing but depraved and excessive super- 
stition,”’ : 

That was bad enough to merit death, however, for heresy threatened 
the foundations of the state. 

Don’t hisjudge Pliny. He and his kind were the upper class of a great 
civilization—the educated, the cultured, who controlled politics, finance 
and religion. And the Christians they persecuted were, for the most 
part, common people—nobodies—trash. 

And now the greatest of nations is a Christian land and one day of 
the week is set apart by law for the worship of Christ. 

The moral is that the “best people’ usually are wrong. They oppose 
new and better ways because change threatens their present advantages. 
If —— seems heresy, it is because the present system pays for a 
profit.

OF STATE IN EDU CATION | 

MACON, Ga., June 1.—(4)—Police 
Chief Ben T. Watkins, of  }acon, 
president of the Georgia County and 
Peace Officers’ Association, left to- 
day for the annual convention to be 
held in Savannah, He will present a 
program for the year in the form of 
recommendations for the prevention of 
crime, the bettermci.t of public edu- 
cation, and tax reform. 

Mr. Watkins said his report would 
say Georgia is 49th among the states 
and the District of Columbia in edu- 
cational rank and that statistics show- 
ing how the state's money “is* spent 
will show that “more than half the 
annual revenue of the state is being 
spent on highway construction and 
maintenace, and that only a relatively 
xmall sum is being spent on the edu- 
cation of our future citizens, while 
not a cent is being spent by the state 
on police work or crime prevention, In 
this respect, we are almost the only 
ktate in the Union.” He said his sta- | 
tistics showed that 50.30 per cent of 
the state’s income is spent for high- 
ways, and 21.30 per cent on public 
schools. 

Chief Watkins, discussing taxation. 
said he wished the association would 
go on record as favoring a “tax sys- 
tem to relieve real estate of the burden 
it carries and to ecure more equitable 
distribution of this burden.” | 

His report will recommend the es- 
tablishment of a state criminal identi- 
fication bureau, establishment of 
standard taffie regulations for the 
state, and that attention be given to 
erime prevention and juvenile prob- 
lems. 

The executive committee of the as- 
enciation, which was formed here last 
year by a merger of the Georgia Sher- 
iffs and Peace Officers’ Association 
and the Georgia County Officers’ As- 
sociation, met in Savannah tonight.
